BROTHER TO TAKE 
BODY 


Three Hundred More Men Arrive here 
and Camp 
Becomes More 
Active 


Every Day. 


Private William A. S la n d e r, Casu­ 
al Company No. I, 05th U. S. Engi­ 
neers, a soldier in the 
Gettysburg 
Camp, died yesterday in the Ch«m- 
iberaburg hospital from pneumonia. 
Private S la n d e r 
was 
taken ill 
several days ago and on Wednesday 
was sent to the hospital in an auto­ 
mobile of the Quartermaster Detach­ 
ment. 
He did not seem to be very ill 
at the time he left Gettysburg but he 
became very much worse soon after 
his arrival at the hospital and his 
death 
occurred 
Thursday 
morning. 
Notification was sent here and 
the 
man’s relatives in Chicago were noti­ 
fied of his death. 
A brother has telegraphed that he 
will come to Chambersburg to claim 
the body and to accompany it we*i 
for burial. 
But little is known about 
the man here. 
He had been in camp 
but a short time before he was taken 
ill. 
More Men Arride 
This morning there arrived from 
Columbus Barracks thirty five more 
men who were assigned to their quar­ 
ters at the camp. 
Late this afternoon or early this 
evening there will arrive here a com­ 
pany of 250 officers and men from 
Camp Upton, Yaphank, Long Isl-an I. 
Al! arrangements have been perfect­ 
ed for caring for them in the convert­ 
ed mess halls. 
With the arrival of the Camp Upton 
men there will be well onto 700 men 
quartered at the buildings. 
No further advices have been re­ 
ceived about other companies being 
sent bere but they will come in fr.m 
day to day in groups ranging from 
25 to 250 as has been the case since 
the first ones reached here last week. 
A number of >ffi era have come in 
during the past few days. As yet the 
officer to command the camp has not 
yet been designated, so far as is 
known here. 


Make (.mid Impression 
The soldierly bearing of the men 
already in camp has been the subject 
of a great deal of favorable comment. 
The company which came here from 
New Mexico is composed almost en­ 
tirely of men w ho have been in the 
service for a long time and they are 
sea-oned Regulari. The men who a r­ 
rived here from Allentown, after a 
brief stay at Camp Meade, are all of 
a good type, many of them college 
men who enlisted at the opening of 
the war and had been waiting for a 
year to be sent across with the Am­ 
bulance Corps. The Allentown troops 
that have not been sent to France 
are now all being transferred to other 
points. 


MORE DEATHS 


Manley Loses Several More of its 
Men from Explosion.

The aggregated loss will 
amount to about $20,000.

WILL C AMP OUT 


Truck 
Train Men will 
Sleep in the 
Open Some Nights. 


With the arrival of warmer weath­ 
er it is the plan to have the men in 
the army 
truck trains sleep 
out of 
doors whenever 
it is impossible 
to 
make a town with 
a reasonable run. 
Two of the trains that came through 
here this week stopped in the moun­ 
tains west of Chambersburg and camp­ 
ed out over night, for the reason that 
it would have been too great a strain 
on the men to make the next 
large 
town before resting. This will become 
quite the custom, it is said, after the 
weather becomes entirely settled. 


The State Board of Education has 
adopted resolutions 
asking represen­ 
tatives in both li m its of Congress 
to urge the Federal Government ta 
make rpeciil appropriations so that 
the 
teaching 
forces 
of the 
State 
schools can be kept intact during the 
war. The resolution- call attention to 
the demands of in lu-try and express 
fears that the standards of to-lay 
cannot be maintained 
without 
aid. 
They recite that, since the schools are 
styled the second line of defense, the 
Government “shoul I 
in this 
crisis 
come to the aid of the several com­ 
monwealths’’. 
It is further stated that “the pre­ 
sent rate of wages in industrial and 
other activities is causing 
a 
heavy 
drain upon the schools and, unless 
the districts receive special help, the 
present standard of school efficiency 
cannot be maintained’’. 


Six more cases of smallpox were

Willis; rn Spahr, her laughters, Ruth, 
16 years old, Leon i, 14 years, an I 
sons, George, 12 years, and Clyde, 9 
years. 
William Spahr is a brother 
of Howard and Nor * Spahr, of near 
Yocumtown, who wert quarantined on 
Tuesday at the home of their father. 
George Spahr, after 
the 
discovery 
that they were suffer.rig from small­ 
pox an I the m em bers of hi* family 
contracted the disease from contact 
with them. 
The tw’o families I.vc only a half 
mile from each other and visits be­ 
tween them are frequent. 


GETS RESPONSIBLE POSITION 


DIED IN IRELAND 


Priest will Base Via**- at Fairfield for 
his Mother. 


Rev. M. Scanlon of Fairfield, has 
just received by cable the news of the 
death of his mother which took place 
at her residence in Laniaburgh, Coun­ 
ty Mayo, Ireland, after a week’s ill­ 
ness.

A number of Adams County farm­ 
ers have been asking for data on the 
amount of flour they may hold if it 
is made from wheat which they them­ 
selves have grown. 
In reply to this 
the following ruling is made public 
to-day to become effective on Monday, 
M aired! 25th. 
1. 
A farmer may take wh**at of 
his own raising to the mill for grind­ 
ing, in sufficient quantity 
to meet 
his household needs to September I, 
1918, and may receive its equivalent 
in wheat flour. 


2. 
No farmer is permitted to make 
a sale of w’heat flour in any quantity 
under penalty of the law. 


3. 
Purchases of wheat flour 
by 
farmer* are governed by the same 
rules as apply to purchases 
by 
the 
general public. 
Millers and 
retail 
dealers will sell wheat flour to farm­ 
ers in quantity 
to meet household 
requirements for tnirty days, when 
such wheat flour sale is accompanied 
by a sale in 
combination of an equal 
weight in official cereal 
substitute*. 
This sale of cereal substitutes may be 
waived by the miller or dealer 
in 
cases where farmers certify in w*rit- : 
ing to the previous possession of such j 
substitutes in the quantity 
specified, 
together with an agreement to use 
the substitutes in equal quantity, in 
connection w*ith the 
wheat flour for 
family consumption. 


4. 
Nothing in these rules shall be 
construed as exempting farmer* from 
making 
the 
Official 
Householder’* 
Flour Report of flour on hand, etc. 
In announcing this ruling Howard 
Heinz, state food adm inistrator,say*: 
"Theft is no more loyal American 
than the American farmer. 
He de­ 
sire* no cia se recognition 
or class 
privilege. 
Ile is willing, in common 1 
with the city and town dweller, to 
assume the re*ponsibilitie* af citi­ 
zenship and desires 
only 
to share 
equally in its benefits. 
He recognizes I 
the fact that his country is at war i 
and that to win for 
the 
cause 
of 
freedom and democracy it must have 
the loyal sui port of 
every citizen, 
ea*h doing his utmost to help in hi* 
own sphere of action. 
He has 
ac­ 
cordingly sent his sons to battle, he 
ha- bought Liberty Bonds, 
he 
has 
proluced an i will continue to pro­ 
duce every possible pound of food. 
He sh mid know that the .*tatement 
‘bood will Win the W ar’ has no idle 
meaning; that any failure 
in 
the 
American fowl supply will be fraught 
with terrible consequences; that the 
Householders’ Flour Reports 
are 
a 
necessary means by which to ascer­ 
tain the truth about the actual flour 
-u[ ply of the Nation and how it is 
distr ibuted. 
Knowing these things, 
and that 
un*crupulous and seditious 
per.- >ns 
are actually hoarding 
flour beyond 
their real needs, robbing the boys 
who have gone to the front, the farm­ 
er will join with all his might in help­ 
ing to save by the liberal use in his 
family of corn mea! and other corrals 
that may be substituted for flour as 
well as to produce the food we need 
and will see first of ai! that his ow’n 
household is free from the guilt of* 
hoarding either flour or wheat beyond * 
his actual needs.”

AMOS L. KEFFORT 


Was in 
Ninety Seventh Year. 
Led 
Useful Life. 


(By Cable) 
London, 
Mar. 
22—“W’e 
hold the 
enemy in our battle 
front”, 
Field 
Marshal Haig reported to-day after 
the first twenty 
four hours of the 
Germans’ great western 
drive 
had 
expired. 
The battle front is stationed direct­ 
ly behind the front line trenches so 
that Haig’s statement 
is taken to 
mean that the onrush of the Teuton 
hosts has been stopped. 
British military experts are confi­ 
dent that the drive will be permanent­ 
ly stopped before it reaches more seri­ 
ous proportions but, at the same time 
to-day, sounded a note 
of 
warning 
that the world’s destiny may depend 
on the human 
wall 
against 
which 
Germany is hurling her picked shock 
troops. 


Amos L. Hee port, for many years a 
resident 
of Littlestown, 
died 
last 
Thursday evening at the home of his 
son, Mark, in Reading. 
His age was 
lh; years, 
IO months and 22 
days. 
Nothwithstanding 
his advanced age 
Mr. Reeport was 
about the house as 
usual and had eaten a hearty supper 
Thursday 
evening. 
Death 
ensued 
shortly after he retired. 
Mr. Keeport was a chemist and held 
diplomas 
from several 
institutions. 
He 
was 
the author 
of a book 
on 
“Life Theology”, and was awarded a 
membership and gold medal from the 
Parisian Academy, France, for some 
discoveries. 
As a surveyor Mr. Kee­ 
port made the first plot of Littlestown 
borough. 
Mr. Keeport was constantly engaged 
in research work. 
Nearly fifty years 
ago he predicted 
that great battles 
would some day be fought in the air, 
and he has lived to see the realization 
of his prediction made a half-century 
ago. 
Mr. Keeport married 
Miss Lovina 
Mellvain, 
a 
native 
of 
Hampstead, 
Md. 
Her father 
was Captain 
W’m. 
Mellvain, who served 
under Commo­ 
dore Perry in the War of 1812. 
Mrs. 
Keeport died in Reading about three 
years 
ago. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Keeport 
moved to Reading about eight years 
ago. 
He leaves 
one daughter, 
Mrs. J. 
W\ Hickey, 
of Littlestown, and two 
sons, Mark 
and Emory 
Keeport, of 
Reading. 
The funeral 
was held Monday 
in 
Reading, and interment was made in 
that city. 


W’ith the British Armies in 
the 
Field, Mar. 22—British troops, with 
their customary coolness, bobbed up 
after the terrific German barrage of 
gas and high explosives, ami, still 
wearing their masks, met the oncom­ 
ing infantry.
